the tax, and gave his reasons for such} 
opposition. 
Senator Malby was asked if it was true} 
that during the State campaign he had 
stated in speeches that he would oppose | 
repeal. He said: | 
“I did make that assertion, and I have | 
not changed my intention. The occasion | 


of my declaration on the subject was a! 


speech in which Judge Herrick stated, 
in effect, that. if his auditors favored a 
tax of the savihgs of the poor they would 
vote for his opponent, but if they were 
opposed to such a tax being imposed they 
would work and vote for the success of 
the Democratic ticket. I replied that if 
Judge Herrick wanted to make that issue 
I was willing to make it with him.

He was 
enthusiastically and repeatedly applauded 
‘ by both sides of the House, and at the 
close there was a rush to shake his hand. 
Mr. Hearst was not present during Mr. 
Sullivan's reply, but entered shortly after- 
ward. 
Mr. Sullivan’s account of the affair re- 


ferred to by Mr. Hearst was that an in- | 


toxicated man assaulted his father. in the 
latter’s hotel in Cambridge, Mass., and 
had nearly overcome him when young 
Sullivan, then a boy of seventeen, went 
to his rescue. The man was knocked 
down by Sullivan's father and subsequent- 
ly died. 

The elder Sullivan had not served his 
term when newly 
showed that after the fight the intoxi- 
cated man fell down a flight of stairs in 
his own house, which led to the belief 
that it was the fall and not the fist blow 
of the elder Sullivan which killed him. 
The elder- Sullivan was therefore par- 
doned. As for the boy, the only charge 
against him was that of assisting his 
father in the fight, and at the District 
Attorney's suggestion no punishment was 
inflicted upon him, 


Mr. Sullivan declared with muci feel-| 


ing that if his father were alive to-day 
and the same circumstances again arose, 
he would go to his rescue in exactly the 
Bame way. This sentence aroused the 
greatest enthusiasm in the House. 


All the facts, said Mr. Sullivan, were 


fully published in all the newspapers in | 


the City of Boston at the time, and were 
before his constituents when he was elect- 
ed to the Massachusetts Senate in 1900 
and 1901, and to the Congress of the 
United States in 1902 and 1904, “and it 
Was not,” he said in conclusion, “ until 
twenty years after the alleged offense 
that any individual was found who felt 
that it was necessary or proper to allude 
to the circumstances of the case.”’ 

As soon as the applause had subsided

livan, and testified to the high character 
Mr. Suilivan had borne there and the 
great esteem and respect which had been 
felt for him.

The Real Issue Involved In the Demand 
for His Removal. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There seems to be some misunderstand- 
ing of the real issue involved in the peti- 
tion of several of the most representative 
Jewish citizens of New York to the Board 
of Regents of the University of the State 
of New York protesting against the con~- 
tinuance in office of State Librarian Mel- 
vil Dewey because of his prejudice 
against a very large body of the citizens 
of the State of New York. Mr. Dewey 
and some of his friends are making an et- 
fort to have it appear that his removal 
from the public office he holds by ap- 
pointment and on good behavior is de- 
sired because he is interested in and con- 
trols a hotel, club, or whatever he may 
call his money-making enterprise, that 
excludes Jews “even when of unusual 
qualifications.” No self-respecting Jew 
is concerned about what Hotel Keeper 
Dewey, Club Promoter Dewey, Presi- 
dent Dewey, or plain Mr. Dewey thinks 
of Jews as social equals, but they are 
much concerned, in common with every 
good citizen of the State, in the opinions, 
expressed and implied, of State Librarian 
Dewey when they show a narrow, ‘mean, 
bigoted, and prejudiced mind, entertain- 
ing, cultivating, and circulating through- 
out the State sentiments at variance with 
the fundamental principles of this Gov- 
ernment, that men are born free and 
equal and there is to be no distinction 
on account of race or creed. The State 
Librarian, the active head of an educa- 
tional department of the State, of all 
men, is expected not only to subscribe to 
these tenets of republican government, 
but keep them ever fresh and flluminat- 
ing before the people, otherwise he is 
unfit for his high office. The State 
Librarian of New York is an officer with 
important duties and a large staff. He 
must be impartial, free of prejudice, and 
the exponent of the cardinal principles of 
free institutions; no bigot is qualified 
It is said Mr. Dewey testified before the 
committee of investigation of the Board 
of Regents that he was the principal or 
controlling owner of the Lake Placid 
Company and that he himself wrote these 
words in its prospectus: 

No one will be received as member or 
guest against whom there is physical, 
moral, social, or race objection, or who 
would be unwelcome to a small minority. 
* * * This invariable rule is rigidly en- 
forced. It is found impracticable to make 
exceptions for Jews or others excluded, 
even when of unusual personal qualifica- 
tions. 

A man who can write and stand for 
that insult to the citizens ‘‘of unusual 
personal qualifications’ is unfit for any 
public office that requires intelligence 
and decent regard for the rights of oth- 
ers. He may have unusual qualifica- 
tions to run a certain kind of hotel, and 
he should be given an opportunity to 
there confine his talents. CITIZEN.

WAY TO SOLVE POLICE PROBLEM. 


Put the ‘Appointing Power in the 
Hands of the Judiciary. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Take the office of Police Commissioner 
entirely out of politics by making it nei- 
ther elective nor within the appointive 
power of any political office. 

Such a thorough change would require 


by the Military Department or by the ju- 
diciary; and I advocate conferring the ap- 
pointing power upon the judiciary, al- 
though it might necessitate amending the 
Constitution. Such appointment 
would seem reasonable enough to the pres- 
ent generation as well as to the next, if 
the Commissioner were given as much ju- 
dicial power as common sense would sug- 
gest. 

The appointing power should be made 
the elected Judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals; or, to humor the principle of home 
rule, a special appointive body could be 
made, consisting of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court whose residences are, and 
when elected were, within the limits of 
the city.

TIRED OF AMERICAN LANGUAGE. 


Desire Expressed for a Newspaper 
Printed in English. 


To the Ediior of The New York Times: 

Why does not somebody establish in 
New York a newspaper printed in English 
for British readers? The Germans and 
Italians have several of their own, the 
French have at least one, and there are 
no doubt other newspapers for foreigners 
of which I have never heard. But the 
English, Irish, and Scotch have to read 
the news through American spectacles, 
and in the American language. This suits 
most of the Irish who come here very well, 
but it is different with the English and 
Scotch, and with some of the Irish, and, 
1 think I may add, with Canadians and 
other people of British birth. 

I am quite aware that the splendid news- 
papers of New York are printed in what 
is called the English language (and I do 
not deny that ft is very good language), 

it it is not the English which natives 
of the old country have been taught, and 
it often grates upon them. Very many 
words are spelled differently from theirs, 
and there are many phrases and idioms in 
usé to which an English speaking person 
becomes accustomed only by degrees. Of 
course, it behoves, or behooves (take this 
word as an example) any one settled in a 
foreign country to accustom himself to 
the language, as well as to the habits, of 
those around him; but why should this 
prevent the English here from cherishing 
the language of their parents any more 
than it prevents the Germans or Italians 
from reading the news in the words to 
which they have been accustomed, while 
they, transact their daily business.in the 
tongue of those among whom they live?

~ DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
Charlies A. Lighthipe. 


Charles A. Lighthipe of Orange, twice a 
member of the New Jersey State Legis- 
lature and an officer of Newark and 
Orange financial institutions, died at 5 
o'clock yesterday morning at his home, 
Main Street, Orange. He had been 
critically ill since last Friday, but two 
years ago suffered a paralytic stroke at 
his Newark office. He was eighty years 
of age. 

Mr. Lighthipe was born in_the old 
Lighthipe homestead on Main Street on 
11, 1824. He organized a hat firm 
and early made use of labor-saving de- 
introducing hat-forming machines 
in 1865. He sold out this business three 
years later and establishéd a factory in 
Millburn, where he made_hat-forming 
maé¢hines for many years.

Church and Schools Well Represented |

Representative men in the movement | 
against child labor were speakers at the | 
first session of the first annual meeting of 


night in the Assembly Hall at the United | 
Charities Building. There will be sessions | 
to-day and to-morrow for the discussion | 
of remedial legislation. 

Dr. Felix Adler, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, was prevented from attending, and 
his place as Chairman of the meeting was | 
taken by Dr. Samuel McCune Lindsay, | 
the National Secretary. The Assembly 
Hall was crowded to the doors. After ex- 
plaining the purposes of the meeting, Dr. 
Lindsay introduced Bishop William N. 
McVicker of Rhode Island. He told the 
meeting what was being done in his State, 
where now three bills have been placed 





before the Legislature, with a view to 
stamp out the evil of child labor. 

“The Church has put forward her | 
strength and raised her voice in this great 
campaign,” said the Bishop. * But it is| 
not only in the name of philanthropy and | 
the Church I speak. I realize that the | 
children are the future citizens of this 
great Republic. Through child labor they | 
are being deprived, not only of the oppor- | 
tunity for physical growth and develop- 
ment, but of that which is the birthright | 
of every American—of an education.” 

Dr. Lindsay read letters and messages | 
from Cardinal Gibbons, J. C. Delancey, | 
Chief Factory Inspector of Pennsylvania, | 
and H. T. Newcomb of Washington, D. C. | 
Cardinal Gibbons wrote, in part: 

“I beg to assure you that I am in ac- 
cord with the purposes of this meeting. I 
shail be glad to indorse any adequate 
and just means that you may see fit ‘to 


dren at an age when they need the home: 
and the school for their proper develop- 
ment, physically, socially, and morally. 

“If some course can be adopted where- | 
by the fathers of large families may be 
enabled to provide for the wants of their | 
growing children without feeling the | 
necessity of turning their little ones into | 
the shops as breadwinners, I think a good 
step will have been taken to prepare the | 
way for laws prohibitive of child labor.” 

James H. Kirkland, President of the 
Vanderbilt University at Nashville, Tenn.. | 
spoke on child labor from the educator's 
point of view. He said in conclusion: 

“From the standpoint of the schools 
we urge, first, a more satisfactory edu- 
cational test as a condition precedent to | 
the employment of minors; second, that | 
the enforcement of these requirements be | 
lodged with those interested in the edu- | 
cation of children; third, that better | 
schools be provided.” 

Prof. Emil G. Hirsch of Chicago Uni- | 
versity said that most employers had | 
realized by this time that it was not 
profitable to employ children in their 
factories. | 

Edgar E. Clark, Grand Chief of the}
